almost impossible to reach these'areas, 
chloily because of lack of transpor- 
tation. f- 


In the Prlpet marsh 
country, be 


tween Plnsk and [ho Russian border, 
one Inspector reported that after reach- 
Ing the railroad terminal he had trav- 
eled two days by automobile, then by 
boat and by horseback to visit people 
who- had been reported In need. 
Po- 


tatoes had been the principal food upon 
which these people existed during the 
winter, the inspectors reported, and 
with the coming of spring, men, women 
and children lived chiefly upon cooked 
grass, dandelions and some farm prod- 
ucts. 


At various points along the frontier, 


which follows the old German-Huaslnn 
trench line of 1917, peasants who had 
been driven from their homes by ad- 
vancing armies, have been returning, 
only to find their homes demolished 
and virtually everything gone except- 
ing tho bare land. 
They have taken 


to the dugouts for shelter until they 
are able to build shacks upon 
their 
holdings. 


In scores of villagesN in this' battle 


area not one houie 
has 
been 
left 


standing. They wore demolished eith- 
er during the fighting between tho Rus- 
sians and the Germans or afterward 
when the Bolshevlkl Invaded territory 
which Is now a part of Poland. No at- 
tempts have been mnda to reorganize 
the local government. 


In ISM -the village or Toboly had 


124 buildings. 
Not a house Is left 


standing. -Of the Inhabitants about 
500 are living in dugouts and SO other 
persons have sought shelter In nearby 
barracks. 


Three hundred persons who claim 


iwanowicze as their home town are 
all llvinK in dugouts.
